ESTRUCTION OF WEEDS. 

The spirits of turpentine J have found a 
subtle poison to all plants experimented up- 
on; and among others, ! have applied it to 
unikweed, burdock and Canada thistle, a tea- 
spoonfal dropped on the stem will run dowa 
aod destroy it to the ground, and if the root 
is not on the first trial destroyed, a repeti- 
tion will be suflicient.—This remedy may 
be of particular use where weeds start up 
from under stone walls or other inaccessible 
places.

}a8 More voxious than the Canada thistle. It 

frequently usurps whole fields to the exclu- 
.sion of all the valuable:grasses. On some 
| spots of land covered with (his weed I spread
